A True 
Inspiration 


"A courageous fighter;" 
"a true inspiration/' and "a 
remarkable man." These 
words truly describe 
Charles "Chub" Reynolds, 
the NWC football coach for 
10 years. 

Chub died Oct. 8, 1990, 
after many years of fight¬ 
ing cancer. Because of his 
courage and strength, his 
life and testimony touched 
nearly all those who came 
in contact with him. espe¬ 
cially his football players. 

Many on the team de¬ 
scribed Chub as an inspira¬ 
tion, an encouragement to 
them to work harder and 
push for their best, His ex¬ 
ample of courage and dedi¬ 
cation was admired by the 
players and it helped each 
one push himself to be not 
only a better player, but 
also a better person all 


around. 

Chub, however, did not 
feel that this motivation 
came from him, Instead, he 
said "you get yourself in¬ 
spired from the inside out," 

This modesty was seen in 
all areas of Chub's life, even 
when the NWC athletic 
field was dedicated to him 
in Sept.. 1990. When asked 
how he felt about this privi¬ 
lege, he said he felt "very 
undeserving" and won 
dered if he measured up. 

Chub did measure up, not 
in wins and losses, but by 
the positive effect he has 
had on so many young lives. 
No matter what the situa¬ 
tion, or who he was with, 
Chub was truly an inspira¬ 
tion and remarkable man. 
He will surely be missed by 
everyone whose life he 
touched.

To A Very 
Godly Man 

Chancellor and former 
president of Northwestern 
College, William B. Berntsen 
died at the age of 74 at St. 
Joseph's Hospital in St- Paul 
on August 16, 1990. 
Berntsen lived over 40 
years in the Twin Cities and 
during those years, he did 
many great things for 
Northwestern College. 
Some of Berntsen v s gifts 
included being a wonderful 
administrator to the college. 
Berntsen reopened NWC at 
its present location in 1972 
with 200 new freshmen and 
a dream. His dream was to 
build NWC to the fine 
institution it has become. 
Under BerntserVs leadership, 
the college became fully 
accredited and also became 
a member of the North 
Central Association of 
Colleges and Schools. NWC 
soon became known as M A 
Christian College of the 
Bible, Arts and Sciences, and 
Vocational Education/' 
Just before Berntsen went 
to be with his lord, he was 
suffering from a rare 
disease called amyloidosis. 
This disease caused swelling 
of the feet and ankles. 
Through the pain and 
suffering, Berntsen was able 
to hold on to these words: 
M We are learning, like the 
apostle Paul to live at peace 
with our circumstances. I do 
all things through Christ who 
strengthens me in this 
hour/' 
Because of such 
dedication, courage, 
strength, and Godliness, we, 
the Scroll , proudly dedicate 
this book to William B. 

Berntsen.

An abbreviated theme for the 
winter production, Oedipus, ac¬ 
cording to cast member Mike Still¬ 
well was articulated as such: "Man 
kills father, marries his mother 
without knowing who she was in 
relation to him, then pokes his 
eyes out to somehow rectify his 
wrongdoing. It's a good family 
play,” he added. 

In Sophocles’ work Stillwell fills 
the role of the priest. "The play is 
interesting in that there really is 
no lead,” stated fellow cast mem¬ 
ber Tony Raymond. 

The drama was a strong, en¬ 
grossing two and a half hours of 
intense emotions, after which 
sighs from the audience break the 
heaviness that soon after passes 
into a mood of relection. 

The introduction of the out¬ 
spoken messenger (played by 
freshman Deanna Watson) and the 
shepherd (played by freshman 
Tony Raymond), offers a touch of 
humor amidst a sober and weighty 
atmosphere. 

The caliber of the choreogra¬ 
phy, much to the credit of stage 
manager Troy Cady, and of the 
acting, was high, producing a real 
and uniform setting for the trage¬ 
dy.

The 1990 Northwestern football 
team came into the season with 
high expectations. One team goal 
was to win the Upper Midwest 
Collegiate Conference champion¬ 
ship. After a long, emotional sea¬ 
son tlie Eagles had a record of 5-4 
overall, and 4-1 in the conference. 
The championship was theirs. 

The road there was an up and 
down trip for the 1990 squad. The 
season started rough for the team 
as they lost their first three 
games. The first high point came 
on Homecoming when the Eagles 
defeated DMLC to start a five 
game winning streak that culmi¬ 
nated with a 27-14 victory over Mt. 
Senario to capture the conference 
championship. 

Before the enjoyment of win¬ 
ning could sink in, disappointment 
and grief jumped right back on the 
team. On the morning of October 
S, two days after the homecoming 
victory, head coach Chub Reyn¬ 
olds lost a tough battle with can¬ 
cer and passed away. 

Through all of this the team kept 
their composure and played the 
rest of the season as hard as ever. 

The team was led this year on 
defense by senior linebacker and 
co-captain Kirby Scull. Senior tight 
end Pete Anderson was the other 
captain. Scull finished the season 
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Junior David Laday run? 
through two DMLC 
defenders for a gain. 


with ISO tackles and tied his own 
single game record by accumulat¬ 
ing 28 tackles in one game ( he also 
intercepted five passes and recov¬ 
ered a fumble. Junior linebacker 
Mike Farley was also a key player 
with 135 tackles, two intercep¬ 
tions, and fumble recovery. 

Gary Moody, a junior defensive 
back, picked off six passes and 
had 35 tackles. Senior Christopher 
Bakken, a defensive back, also had 
six interceptions. Freshman line¬ 
backer Brett Coleman finished the 
season with two fumble recover¬ 
ies, and Aaron Isakson, a senior 
linebacker, had two fumble recov¬ 
eries, 3 1/2 sacks, and 77 tackles. 
The rest of the defense did an ex¬ 
cellent job as well. 

On offense, junior David Laday, 
led the rushing department with 
136 carries for 946 yards and 10 
touchdowns. David Bostrom, a ju¬ 
nior, carried the ball 58 times for 
365 yards and scored three touch¬ 


downs. 

Handling the quarterbacking 
was two sophomores, Jason Tlusty 
and Nathan Jaeger. Tlusty threw 
the ball 95 times and completed 42 
of them for 756 yards and 3 touch¬ 
downs. He also ran the ball 77 
times for 203 yards. Jaeger com¬ 
pleted 24 of 54 passes for 310 
yards and 9 touchdowns. 

The receiving duties were layed 
mainly on two players. Senior Bri¬ 
an Hodenfield caught 39 passes 
for 508 yards and three touch¬ 
downs. Junior Leander Gibson 
caught 16 passes for 474 yards and 
nine touchdowns. 

The field goal and extra point 
duties were handled by Ron Holty, 
a sophomore. He made 29 extra 
points and 6 field goals in the year. 

Overall, the year was a good one 
for the team as they won the con¬ 
ference championship and ended 
with a winning record. 
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"We dedicated (the 
games) to Chub before he 
died, and then after his 
death. I think that that’s 
something that just really 
is going to have a lot of 
meaning because even 
though Chub isn’t still 
with us, we really feel that 
he’s our head coach."

War In The Gulf Germany Reunites 


On August 2* 1990, the Iraqi 
army rolled tanks into Kuwait. 
Outnumbered 6 to Kuwait's 
16,000 man army was quickly 
defeated. Within 12 hours, Ku¬ 
wait was under complete Iraqi 
control. Iraqi soldiers quickly 
moved in and occupied the 
borders, thus threatening the 
Saudi Arabian oil fields, giving 
Iraq 40% of the world's oil 
supply. Within days of Iraqs 
attack on Kuwait. President 
Bush ordered American mili¬ 
tary men and women to go to 
the Saudi Arabian desert. This 
military force began to grow 
every day until it all became a 
part of the American military 
action called Operation De¬ 
sert Shield. Despite the initial 
protests and opposition to the 
forces in the gulf, over 75% of 
Americans favored the move 
by President Bush. There were 
many protests and gatherings 
for and against the action. 
There was even a support 
group called SO CM (Support 
our Country's Military) 


formed as a group for rela¬ 
tives of soldiers in the gulf. 

After Iraq refused to get out 
out of Kuwait, President Bush 
set a deadline. January 15. 
President Bush promised 
there would be no uncondi¬ 
tional surrender. "There is not 
going to be a compromise with 
Saddam Hussein. That would 
be the worst signal to send 
around the world." The world 
sat in anticipation as the Janu¬ 
ary 15 deadline grew near. 
After no action either side on 
the (5th, the American Forces 
attacked Iraq on January 16. 

After the initial attack* 
most tl.S. forces were 
shocked at Iraqs failure to re¬ 
spond. Iraq finally responded 
and also threatened to attack 
Israel if the attack didn't stop. 
The US. moved forces into Is¬ 
rael to help protect the nation. 

At the time of this writing* 
the 2 nations are still at war. 
Most are hoping and praying 
for a peaceful solution. 


In 1990, representatives of 
West and East Germany and 
the four World War II allies- 
the U.S., Britain, France and 
the Soviet Union-sat down to 
begin the complicated process 
of reunifying Germany. 

The Berlin Wall went up in 
1961 after much debate be¬ 
tween Kennedy and Khrush¬ 
chev about the fate of Ger¬ 
many after the war. Since 
then West Berlin has enjoyed 
relative economic success 
while East Germany has suf¬ 
fered. The Berlin Wall was fi¬ 
nally taken down on Novem¬ 
ber 9, 1989, Official unification 
me on October 14* 1990. 


1990 Census 


1990 was the 200th anniver¬ 
sary of the census. It was a 
rime to wonder if anyone ever 
imagined what a chore it 
would become, First, 86 million 
forms were mailed out. Then, 
when less than two thirds 
were answered* 300,000 "enu¬ 
merators" were sent out 
across the country hoping to 
count heads. The whole cen¬ 
sus project cost about $2,5 bil¬ 
lion, over $10 for each person. 
When preliminary results 
came in, their accuracy was 
formally challenged by more 
that 6,000 cities and counties. 
Even the homeless were to 
take part this year, although 
they were not always willing* 
"We need jobs, not surveys* 
Why should 1 take part?"-Rob- 
ert Allen, when approached by 
census workers in an Ohio 
shelter. 


Unification has and will 
bring on problems. West Berlin 
had total exports in trade of 
$354 billion, while East Berlin 
had $31 billion in trade. Unifi¬ 
cation will cause a great shift 
in Europe, Also, West Berlin 
has become a more technical 
state, This includes more tele¬ 
phones, cars, and televisions 
than are in East Berlin. 

Despite these problems, 
there was much celebration in 
Germany as the wall went 
down and unification became 
near. According to one East 
German, "Germany has suf¬ 
fered long enough." 


Yeltsin Resigns 


"As the highest elected of¬ 
ficial in the republic, J have to 
bow to the will of all the peo¬ 
ple," said Boris Yeltsin on his 
resignation day, July 12. Yelt- 
son had done and unspeakable 
act: publicly talk against the 
Communist party. 

Mikhail Gorbachev brought 
the peasant's son to Moscow 
in 1985 to head the city’s party 
organization, but Yeltsin be¬ 
came restless over the slow 
pace of democratic reforms. 
He was banished to a deputy 
ministry in 1987. Despite at¬ 
tempts to sabotage his cam¬ 
paign* Yeltsin was the first 
grass-roots candidate to be 
elected president of the Rus¬ 
sian Republic. Less than two 
months later, he turned in his 
resignation which made him 
even more popular with the 
people. 


Margaret Thatcher Resigns 

Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher's rule over Britain came to 
a dramatic end in November, She resigned after more that half 
of her cabinet members told her she had lost her party's sup¬ 
port. 

The news of Thatchers resignation came as a shock to Eng¬ 
land, The United States and all around the world. Thatcher came 
to power in 1979 and had an eleven year rule, but was replaced 
by John Major. Many countries will miss her, In fact, several 
leaders expressed sadness to her departure. Margaret Thatcher 
was truly a great leader and will be genuinely missed by all.
